THE MISSION OF MARINER 
(4) Riddles of Mors 
By Don Oakley and J ohn Lane 


Ever since the first crude telescopes re* 
sea led that the planets are solid bodies like 
the earth, men have wondered if any of them 
held life— the planet Mars in particular. 
That question is more urgent today than 
•ver, now that men have achieved the means 
to send—first their instruments, then them- 
•elves— across the gulfs of space. 
Mariner II, the first probe to Venus, indi­ 
cated that that planet is too hot for life. Mar­ 
iner IV, enroute to Mars, may at long last 
ex plain some of the riddles of the red planet 
tha t have puzzled astronomers for y ears. 
It was in 1877 that the Italian Giovanni 
Schiaparelli reported seeing my sterious sy s­ 
tem s of crisscrossing lines on Mars. He called 
them ‘‘canali," or channels. 
The inevitable question leaped to the minds 
o f lay men and scientists alike: Why would 
there be canals or channels on Mars unless 


they were built by intelligent beings to trans­ 
port precious water on a dry and dy ing planet? 
Not all observers could see Schiaparelli s 
"canali.” Some astronomers drew them but 
the camera could not record them. One thing 
was obvious, however: There were strange, 
constantly changing markings on the planet. 
Around the turn of the century , the noted 
astronomer Percival Lowell maintained that 
it was certain that Mars was inhabited, prob­ 
ably by a race far advanced over earthly 
civilizations. In the early day s of radio, men 
like Marconi attempted to communicate with 
these beings, who popped regularly out of 
the imaginations of Sunday supplement artists. 
What the first astronauts to land on Mars 
will probably find is suggested by third panel 
above. 
The Marscape— or "marrain” —is a 
barren, dust-swept desert, starkly illuminated 
by a diminished sun in a sky shared with two 


tiny moons, Phobos and Deimos (which a Rus­ 
sian scientist thinks may be artificial). 
What we know about Mars today : 
• It is about half the size of the earth: a 
200 pound man on earth would weigh 76 
pounds on Mars. 
• Its atmosphere is only about one to 10 
per cent as dense as earth’s and has little 
ox y gen or water vapor. 
• It has bright caps at each pole, which 
may be thin frost and which shrink in the 
Martian summer and ex pand in the winter. 
• Spring in each hemisphere is marked by 
the progressive darkening of certain areas, 
as if vegetation were responding to moisture. 
• Temperatures at its equator range from 
50 degrees F. at noon to 00 below zero at 
nig ht—harsh, but not so harsh that life of 
sonic kind could not survive.

Until medical science made sensatinal 
* progress, the cost of illness was not a 
* looming problem. But as the span of life 
I lengthened and millions of us who once 
I would have worked up to the time of death 
* lived on into retirement years, deprived 
I of earning power but still with heavy 
I obligations, the cost of illness became 
* frightening. It frightened not only the el­ 


derly but their families, who could be 
financially swamped by the expenses of 
a long illness. 
This is why the problem drew polit­ 
ical attention- because it was of general 
public concern. The oddity of the issue 
that developed over it was the fact it 
was not doctor bills but hospital bills that 
most people worried about yet it was the 
American Medical Association that took 
up the cudgel to oppose what now is 
going through Congress in the name of 
“ m edicare.” 


We believe the medical profession will 
learn to work with a medicare problem 
the samp as its members learned to work 
with Blue Cross. Blue Shield and all other 
programs to underwrite the cost of ill­ 
ness We cannot conceive of anything that 
could lower the quality of medical care 
unless medical practitioners changed their 
professional standards 


Those of us who respect our physicians 
for their competence and dedication can­ 
not conceive of that. We have implicit 
confidence in the profession's ability to 
keep its standards high and wish medical 
practitioners would have similar confi­ 
dence in the people's ability to underwrite 
the cost of hospital care and medical 
service.

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Labor Alarmed Over Viet

Some 60 very grave men left 
the White House at iO: 30 p m. 
last Tuesday. 
They were labor and business 
leaders 
who 
had been 
in­ 
vited to 
dine 
privately with 
the 
President 
in 
the 
State 
banquet room. 
They nad 
not 
had much no­ 
tice. Invitation 
had come by 
telephone 
the 
previous 
Thursday 
afternoon 
and Friday morning. 
These 
prominent 
men 
had 
come to discuss the nation’s 
economy with the President and 
many of his 
Cabinet. But they 
also were briefed on 
the Viet 
Nam escalation by Defense Sec­ 
retary McNamar.:. 
When he had finished, some of 
the labor leaders present be­ 
lieved a crisis in Southeast Asia 
was imminent. They interpreted 
Secretary 
McNamara’s 
report 
as far grimmer than anything 
they had yet heard or read in 
the public prints and they are 
mighty well-informed men. 


AT LEAST ONE of the labor 
men later told a friend that he 
thought the defense secretary's 
briefing meant that the U.S. 
“soon” 
w o u l d have 250,000 
troops in and around South Viet 
Nam. 
One 
uncommunicative labor 
chief muttered some dung that 
sounded like “ We're losing there 
if I heard right." and then did 
a sphinx. 
Though 
many of the labor 
leaders in the state dining room 
had sharp disagreements with 
some of the government's lead­ 
ers there, all the union chiefs 
pledged full support for the na­ 
tion's foreign policies. George 
Meany, AFL-CIO president, in 
his hard and blunt fashion gave 
the backing of his movement’s 
13 million members. 
After the President gave the 
floor to his guests, many of 
whom had flown in from across 
the land, the National Maritime 
Union’s hardy leader. Joe Cur­ 
ran, took the floor. There was 
silence. 


“ BIG JOE” is a waterfront 
militant from away back. He 
put 
it succinctly. 
This 
was, 
and is, important, because he is 
one of the few such militants 
left of the old CTO leadership. 
He urged 
strong 
action 
in 
South Viet Nam. Backing up 
President Johnson's dispatch of 
troops to take the fight to the 
Communist forces, Mr. Curran 
warned that this was im pera 
tive. 
He 
struck 
the 
Leninist 
theme that the road to Paris 
and 
control 
of 
Europe, 
and 
therefore the world, was through 
Peiping. 
The NMU chief, a student of 
Leninist tactics, asserted that 
the Communists’ strategy was 
Leninist—a I rn e d at isolating 
America. Curran’s thesis was to 
the effect tnat if this succeeded 
the U.S. could not survive. 
Rarely has there been such 
unanimity among die labor lead­ 
ers. Meany and Curran usually 
growl at each other. 


THEIR UNITY on foreign pol­ 
icy 
is 
symbolic of the 
new 
fraternalism permeating the la­ 
bor movement. 


There is only one majoi dis­ 
senting voice among the na­ 
tion’s influential labor leaders. 
Oddly, that voice is the soft­ 
spoken tone of Emil Mazey, who 
as 
secretary-treasurer of 
the 
United Auto Workers is second 
in command of that powerful 
union 
h e a d e d 
by 
Walter 
Reuther, 
Time and again, Mazey has at­ 
tacked President Johnson. His 
strongest assault on U.S. for­ 
eign policy was made at a huge 
mass meeting on May 15 in 
Detroit. 
“ I disagree completely and 
totally with President Johnson 
as to why we are in South Viet 
Nam ,” said Mazey. 
"Johnson has said we are in 
South Viet Nam to preserve lib. 
erty and freedom, but there is 
no freedom, no liberty in South 
Viet Nam. . . ."

Trial by TV

The constitutional conflict be­ 
tween freedom of the press and 
fair trial for 
individuals 
has 
been before the U.S. Supreme 
Court many, many times. But 
the 
recent 
decision of that 
court, setting aside a conviction 
of Billy Sol Estes in a Tyler, 
Tex., court, is likely to ignite a 
different aspect of the subject. 
For television as an institution 
for disseminating new* is in­ 
volved here, and its spokesmen 
will undoubtedly be vociferous 
in its defense. 
There were plenty ot prece­ 
dents to guide 
the 
Supreme 
Court in this case, notably a 
principle stated by Justice Black 
in the famous case of Bridges 
vs California in 1941 Tile issue 
then was the publication of ma­ 
terial in the press, which raised 
an entirely different issue than 
in the Estes case. 
Justice Black, 
speak,ng 
for 
the majority of the court in the 
Bridges case, said that the sub­ 
stantive evil which the 
court 
faced was not “disrespect for 
the judiciary,” but “disorderly 
and unfair 
administration 
of 
justice.” 
THE 
Q U E S T I O N which 
seemed to concern the court in 
the Estes case was not influ­ 
ence from outside 
the 
court­ 
room by television presentations 
after the pre-trial, but the im­ 
pact of the television parapher­ 
nalia in the courtroom while the 
case was being adjudicated. 
This, it seems to me. is the 
vital point. In his opinion Jus­ 
tice Clark described the scene 
in colorful detail. 
In the pre-trial hearings the 
defense counsel moved to pre­ 
vent broadcasting by radio and 
television, but the motion was 
denied. 
Thereupon, 
television 
moved in for the kill. Twelve 
cam eram en in 
the 
courtroom 
were engaged in taking motion 
and still pictures. Three micro­ 
phones 
w e r e on the judge's 
desk. others were beamed on 
the jury box and the counsel's 
table. Also. according to Justice 
Clark, “ cables and wires were 
snaked across the floor of the 
courtroom ” 
ALTER 
E A C H DAY. 
the 
product was beamed to an esti­ 
mated 
100,000 viewers 
along 
with what Chief Justice Warren 
said were comm ercials for “soft 
drinks, 
soups, 
eyedrops 
and 
•eatcovars.” 


After this show 
the 
judge 
seemed to have some pangs of 
conscience, for he ordered that 
at the trial itself the television 
people be required to build 
* 
booth which blended with the 
decor of the courtroom, with an 
opening which afforded a cam­ 
era view of 
the 
proceedings. 
The personnel 
and 
equipment 
were restricted to the area of 
the booth. 
Tile effect of 
this 
sort 
of 
“ coverage” on tile proceedings 
can well be imagined. Justice 
Clark noted that the effect on 
the jury was “distraction” from 
what was presumably a highly 
detailed 
recital 
of 
evidence. 
Amid this commotion no juror 
could possibly attend to what 
was presented in evidence or 
what 
the judge 
or 
attorneys 
said. 


THE IMPACT upon witnesses 
was equally serious 
For they 
realized that their words, ap­ 
pearance and actions would be 
blared out to their nei hbors 
and friends later in the evening. 
The judge

TO THIS I venture to reply 
that the actual conduct of a ju­ 
dicial proceeding is none of the 
business of the public

free and orderly institutions the 
public has delegated the opera­

No war has ever 
been entered with enthusiasm 
but when the war gets under 
way, there is usually a recogni­ 
tion that it is important to win 
victory in the shortest possible 
time. 
Undermining the morale of 
the troops by casting doubt on 
the policies of one’s own gov­ 
ernment in the middle of war 
can be tragic. Tfiat is why "free 
speech” is no excuse for giving 
aid and comfort to the enemy. 
The most important task be­ 
fore 
the 
government 
today, 
therefore 
is to convince the 
world that it does not intend to 
get out of Viet Nam until the 
main objective there has actu­ 
ally been achieved. 
What is the objective? It’s to 
make sure that the people ot 
Viet Nam will be able to live 
th -lr own lives without facing 
a Communist threat 
to 
take 
over their government and op­ 
press them. 


THE WORLD has witnessed 
the effects of surrender policies 
in the last 20 years. Eastern 
Europe is a living example of 
how the conqueror has come, 
retained complete control of the 
local governments, and made a 
mockery of 
the 
principle 
of 
self - determination. There was 
no effective response to such 
aggressive action. There was 
acquiescence instead. 
Many Americans do not un­ 
derstand 
the 
relationship 
be­ 
tween a war in Viet Nam and 
their own lives. They are being 
told every day that wars in a 
tar-distant land are of no im­ 
portance to them and could 
just as well be ignored. Rea­ 
listically. tile armed services of 
the United States are still quar­ 
tered in various parts of the 
world — not only in Southeast 
Asia but in Western Europe as 
well. 
Certainly the tense situation 
surrounding the Berlin wall has 
been more publicized than the 
facts about Viet Nam. Aggres­ 
sion is better understood when 
it is explained in terms of what 
can happen in Europe if the 
United States withdraws its aid 
from its Western allies. 


GREAT BRITAIN, moreover, 


is involved at the moment in 
helping to save Malaysia from 
the Communist intrigues engr 
neered by Sukarno, the Indo­ 
nesian leader 
There is trouble not only in 
the Middle East but in Africa. 
Indeed, throughout 
the 
world 
the danger spots are still nu­ 
merous. 
Yet the ba.xic princioies re­ 
main the same. If Ute United 
States gives up the fight and, 
ag the most powerful nation in 
the world, w.thdraws Irom the 
contest, there will be more acts 
of aggression. Ultimately. West­ 
ern Europe will be overrun and 
America will truly be plunged 
into a nuclear war.

today 
stands guard n the Fat E rst. 
It has. by re s o lu te ol Con­ 
gress. announced that it will 
not permit Formosa to be in­ 
vaded without co ing to the 
defense of the Nationalist Chi­ 
nese. 


THE PHILIPPINES, Austral­ 
ia and Japan ex ice' Lie U* if d 
Stages to come to their re c ie 
if there is a Communist attack. 
The entire equilibrium, how­ 
ever, can be disturbed if the 
United States drops out of Viet 
Nam. So the problem now is 
to reiterate to tile world that, 
even if it takes five years or 
ten years, the United States in­ 
tends to stay in Viet Nam until 
some way of maintaining peace 
has been found 
There isn’t the slightest ob­ 
jection in theory to the use of 
the United Nations machinery 
to bring about a peaceful set­ 
tlement, Also, the efforts being 
made by the British Common­ 
wealth Conference of Nation* 
are welcomed. The Communists 
will 
wish to extricate them­ 
selves when they realize that 
they cannot win the war. 
The essential fact for peoples 
everywhere 
to 
understand ii 
that the United States is de­ 
termined to go through with its 
policy in Viet Nam and that 
it’s resolved to win out against 
aggression. 


IT ISNT necessary for mili­ 
tary operations to be extensive 
in order to accomplish that ob­ 
jective but it is necessary for 
such a strategy to be sustained 
at all costs. 
It’s all-important for the Com­ 
munists to recognize that they 
can go no further with their 
world imperialism and that they 
had better stop interfering with 
the right of the smaller nations 
to govern themselves. 
No more unselfish action has 
ever been taken by a major 
power than that of the United 
States in coming to the defense 
of a helpless people in a distant 
land such as Viet Nam but be­

ing of warmth and security. It 
is significant, for example, that 
many 
architects 
who specify 
stone, brick or some other ma 
terial on the outside of a house j 
will often blend it with clap­ 
board, board - and - batten sid­ 
ing or one of the many other 
varieties and patterns ot wood 
that are available. 
Wood siding can be finished 
in an almost endless number of 
ways to get desired 
effects. 
There 
are 
natural 
finishes, 
some of which do not hide the 
grain texture and modify the 
color of the wood only slightly; 
some 
of 
which 
are 
actually 
bleaches and turn the wood to 
the 
color 
of driftwood; 
and 
some of which, mostly in the 
linseed oil family, permit the 
grain to show but darken the 
wood. There are stains of var­ 
ious kinds; those heavily pig­ 
mented 
are 
more 
durable; 
those lighter-bodies show more 
grain texture. And. of course, 
there are literally dozens of va­ 
ried paints - oils, alkyd resms, 
latexes, etc. 


AIX 
SORTS 
OF 
opinions 
have been advanced on how of­ 
ten a house with wood siding 
should be painted. The Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, which has 
done much research on paints 
and their relation to wood, says 
that a good white paint should 
give four to five years’ service, 
a tinted paint five to six years, 
and a good dark-color paint six 
to eight years. 
When paint 
wears normally 
at the rate given above, it is 
likely to cause far less trouble 
to the home owner than paint 
which might cling longer. In the 
latter case, repainting may be 
attempted before it actually is 
necessary, causing the building 
up of a thickness which even­ 
tually will have to be removed 
at considerable 
expense 
The 
basic rule is to repaint after 
most of the old paint film has 
weathered away. Too - frequent 
rather than too - seldom re­ 
painting is the culprit. 


STAINS ARE especially inter, 
esting on rough - sawn or wea­ 
thered wood surfaces. Because 
they penetrate the wood, they 
are’ not likely to cause future 
flaking or scaling. Also 
they 
are 
fairly 
inexpensive. 
But 
some thought should be given 
to whether the house might be 
painted at some time in the fu­ 
ture. Many stained surfaces re 
quire 
special 
treatments 
to 
keep 
them 
from 
bleeding 
through 
paints, 
especially 
through light tones.

Electrical Discharges Cause Epileptic Seizures

In 
tome epileptics there is a her­ 
editary factor. If the dosage of 
diphenylhydantoin (Dilantin) is 
properly adjusted to your needs 
and if you take it regularly the 
aeizures should be controlled. 
Brain damage may be the re 
ault of a severe blow on 
the 
head, hardening of the arteries 
in the brain or various infec­ 
tious diseases. It may be sev­ 
ere or very mild. Neither epi­ 
lepsy nor mild brain 
damage 
would cause insanity which in 
most cases is a deep-rooted 
«motional problem. 
Q — What is dermatomyofi- 
brositis? Is it a fatal or crip­ 
pling disease? 
A — The cause of this dis­ 
ease — an inflammatory 
pro­ 
cess that involves the s k i n. 
muscles and connective tissue 


is unknown. Although it may 
cause death, most victims sur­ 
vive and are improved 
with 
treatment. They cannot, 
how 
ever, be said to be cured and 
relapses are common 
The measures that give 
the 
most 
relief 
include 
aspirin, 
prednisone and gentle massage 
to prevent contractures 
Per­ 
sons with this disease 
appear 
to be highly susceptible to can­ 
cer and for this reason 
fre­ 
quent physical checkups 
f o r 
early detection of this compli- j 
cation are important. 
Q — My doctor says I must 
take Diuril indefinitely. 
What 
is it for and what will it do for 
me? 
A — Chlorothiazide 
(Diuril) 
is a water pill that is used in 
the treatment and prevention of 
the waterlogging that is seen in 
persons wih some forms of liv 
er disease or chronic incapacity 
of the heart. It is a safe drug 
in the dosage usually prescrib­ 
ed and for these conditions 
it 
should be taken indefinitely. 
Q — If the circulation m an 
older person is poor would 
a 
blood transfusion help? 
A — Poor circulation may bt 
due to a leaky heart valve, ner­ 
vous causes or a disease of the 
blood vessels. Various methods 
of treatment are used depend­ 
ing on the cause but a blood 
transfusion would not be given 
because this treatment is 
re­ 
served for patients with anem­ 
ia due either to a sudden loss 
of blood or a deficiency in the 
blood-forming organs.

'Tiger Eyes'

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
<AP) — In a month now the 
American 
major 
whom 
the 
Vietnamese call “Tiger Eyes 
will be going home, and he's 
counting the days. 
“The bullets seem to hit clos- 
ar all the time,’’ said Maj. Rob- 
art E. Ley, 34. McAlester, Okla.,! 
whose wife and four children 
now live in Edgewater Park, 
N. J. 
“But you can t afford to get 
overcautious. That's more dan- 
than being reckless.’’ 
The former Army tankman 
won his nickname because of 
his piercing green eyes. H e 
wears a bright orange scarf | 
into battle and comes from a 
family of warriors. 
His gandfather, a Choctaw 
Indian from Georgia, lost his 
leg at the age of 13 while 
fighting for the Confederacy in 
the Battle of Chickamauga. The 
major is a 1954 graduate of 
West Point. 
Ley is operations officer of 
the Da Nang special sector. He 
and the senior sector adviser, 
Lt. Col. Charles H. Brown. El 
Paso, Tex., also an ex-tank offi­ 
cer, have rung up a record here 
that will make them remem­ 
bered in South Viet Nam for a 
long time. 
Last October their advisory 
team, consisting of three offi­ 
cers and eight enlisted men, 
was given the task of helping 
organize the safety of a 150- 
square-mile sector. It included 
the city of Da Nang and its air 
base.

companies strung around the 
perimeter and two in leserve. 
Against them was an enemy 
force roughly equal in number 
but more experience — four 
“mam force’’ Viet Cong compa­ 
nies and 750 guerrillas. 
“The only way we could beat 
them was to go out and fight 
them,” said Ley. "We didn’t 
curl up and wait for them to hit 
m . We took the initiative. We 
surprised them.” 
The team organized innum­ 
erable patrols and 42 assaults of 
company size or larger In one 
operation they flew 700 men in 
helicopters to smash an enemy 
grouping. 
Their 
aggressive 
record 
speaks for itself, 
“We've killed 400 Viet Cong, 
captured 400, and taken about 
100 weapons,” said Ley. “ We've 
had only 25 men killed and 60 
wounded. We've never had a 
man taken prisoner, or one who 
defected. 
“We’ve never had an Ameri­ 
can killed or wounded. 
Our 
troops have stood and fought. 
Men won't fight unless they are 
well led. Our Vietnamese offi­ 
cers are fine.” 
Twice the Viet Cong made 
attacks on the air base but 
failed to reach it. The arrival of 
U.S. Marines in March left the 
special sector force freer to step 
up its attacks. 
“Now there are only about 200 
guerrillas left in the area,” said 
the major. “ We figure it is only j 
a matter of hunting them down! 
and shooting them.” 
Ley likes to go on the opera­ 
tions as well as plan them. He 
has killed three Viet Cong and
